Lit* After Deal*. 

A German biologist hits tiecn investi¬ 
gating the question of the activity of 
animal Indies after d'-afh nml hn* pub¬ 
lished some suggestive conclusion*. It 
appear* that death is not instantane¬ 
ous throughout tbe physical organism, 
for It hns been observed that many of 
tbe different tissue* continue active for 
a considerable period after the time 
when tbe animal 1* assum**! to tic dead, 
particularly In the case of the lower an¬ 
imals. Cells from the bruin of a frog, 
for example, have been kept alive for 
over a week when held In <*»rtaln solu¬ 
tions. and the heart ot a frog has been 
known to beat for many hours after be¬ 
ing removed from tbe dead body.
